The tatter's first Meeting With His Sab. 


sequent Chief. 


While sitting in my quarters in the 


little town of Chattanooga about au 
hour alter nightfall 011 tho evening of 
Friday, Oct. 
23, 1868, an orderly 


brought rue a message from General 
George H. Thomas, commander of the 
Army of tho Cumberland, on -whoiie 
staff I was serving, summoning mo to 
headquarters. A storm had been raging" 
for two days, and a chilling rain was 
still falling. 
A few minutes' walk 


brought mo to the plain woodeu, one 
etory dwelling occupied by the com- 
mander, which was situated on Walnut 
street, usar Fourth, nucl upon my ar- 
rival I found him in the front room on 
the Jeft side of the hall, with three 
members of hisstuffl and several strange 
officers. 


In an armchair facing th'e fireplace 


was seated a general officer, slight'iu 
figure and of medium, stature, whoso 
face boro an expression of weariness. 
Ho was carelessly dressed, and his uni- 
form cent was unbottoued »nd thrown 
back from his chest. Ho held a, lighted 
cigar in his month und sat in » stoop- 
ing posture, with his head bent slightly 
forward. His clothes were wofc, and liig j 
trousers and topbootK were spattorod j 
with :nnd. General Thomas approached 
this titTicer, and, turning to mo and 
moutioniug mo by name, said, "I ',7ant 
to present 3'ou to General Grunt." 
Thereupon tho officer seated in tho 
chair, without changing his position, 
glanced up, extended his nrm to its full 
length, shook hands and eaid in a low 
voice and speaking slowly, "How r;o 
you do?" This was my first meeting 
with the ruan with whom I was des- 
tined afterward to spend so many of (ho 
most interesting years of iny life.

Charles A. Dana, assistant secretary of 
war, 
who had been for some timo with 


tho Army of the Cumberland, had ulso 
entered tho room.

The number of pensioners on the roll 
iu 1895 was 970,524, while between 1801 
and ISStu no less than 1,436,191 persons, 
soldiers, sailors and their widows and 
orphans, received more or less of the 
bounty of the government. The total 
number of claims presented between 
1861 
and 1895 wao 2,111,820, while the 


enormous sum of $1*858,235,077 has 
been disbursed by the Pension Office 
to claimants 
for the Government's 


bounty ia this direction. The annual 
payments of pensions have varied from 


•f 790,384 in 1862 to $128,155,342 in 1893. 
The payments last year amounted to 
1140,959,861,"

sire to represent the wishes of, their 
constituents they will enact whatever 
laws may ba necessary and adjourn.

The revenue of the State is de- 
rived from taxation, and in these times 
the people cannot stand extravagance.jlt 
is difficult for the majority of taxpayers 
to get money to pay their taxes, and 
spread eagle orators should rid them- 
selves of surplus gas in some other way 
than keeping the Legislature is session 
at rm expense of about a thousand dol- 
lars a day.
